: NO PREMIUM ON EDUCATION 
It strikes ug that the eduea- 
tors of the country are greatly 
underpaid, when we take into 
consideration the fact that we are 
continually lauding the advan- 
tages of the young having a good 
education, ag one of the chief 
equipments for a useful life work. 
As a matter of fact, almost any- 
thing pays better than being well 
educated, unless we may except 
the isolated instances where men 
pe and women have the other re- 
quisites to embark in high com. 
‘mercial pursuits. Take the man. 
for instance, who spends ten or 
fifteen years of hig life to gain 
knowledge sufficient to teach in 
the public schools. If he receives 
$1000 per year for his work he 
has a good position, but often he 
doeg not receive that much, and 
where he receives more, the in- 
stances are comparatively _ iso- 
lated. On the other hand, labor- 
ers without any education at all 
+ are receiving fourteen hundred 
dollars per year for their work 
on the bull gang, while what are 
termed skilled mechanics, men 
who have worked, say, three years 
at their trade, get as high as six 
dollars per day, which is more 
than any of our educators get, 
unless, perhaps, it be presidents 
of universities, or some such semi- 
* political jobs. 
a It is argued that even at the 
— low rates of salaries we are get- 
: ting plenty of educators to fill 
the places in our schools. This 
is true enough, but doubtless the 
general ability of the men and 
women as a Class would be great- 
ly increased if they were given 

oo more money for their work. 

The whole thing boiled down 
and summed up amounts to just 
what the labor union leaders claim 
and that is the only way to get 
what you are entitled to in this 
world from employers is to or. 
ganize and force them to pay. We 

a will never appreciate our noble 
men and women who have adopt- 
ed the education of the young un- 
til these educators come forth and 
demand their rights.
